Excerpts  from  the  Keynote  Address 


I  want  to  thank  the  Graduates  for  the  honour  of  speaking 
today  at  their  convocation.  Of  the  forty-nine  young  women 
graduating  today,  thirty  of  them  shared  many  hours  with 
me  as  we  studied  English  and  Social  Studies  together  in 
Grade  8.  That  year,  both  classes  met  together  every  day  for 
homeroom.  The  highlight  of  many  mornings  was  the 
celebration  of  student  birthdays.  We  sang  Happy  Birthday 
in  as  many  different  languages  as  we  could  muster: 
Hebrew,  French,  Korean,  Spanish,  and  Ukrainian  are  the 
ones  that  I  remember.  It  was  rather  wild  and  crazy  and 
often  made  us  all  late  for  our  first  class,  but  it  was  fun!  It  is 
wonderful  to  see  you  and  all  of  the  new  faces  that  have 
joined  your  class. 

Today  is  a  milestone  in  each  of  your  lives.  It  represents  the 
completion  of  Senior  School  and  the  beginning  of  your 
preparation  for  a  career.  On  a  more  profound  level,  it  marks 
the  formal  end  to  your  life  as  an  adolescent  and  the 
commencement  of  your  life  as  an  adult  with  new  rights, 
freedoms  and  responsibilities.  Many  of  you  are  already 
eager  to  move  forward  into  a  future  that  lies  beyond  BH, 
perhaps  in  a  different  city  or  even  in  a  different  country. 
However,  if  you  are  like  me,  you  may  be  reluctant  to  leave 
the  security  and  comfort  of  the  life  you  know  and  fearful  of 
the  changes  that  wnll  come  with  new  schools,  new  places 
and  new  friendships.  But  as  an  unknown  poet  once 


remarked,  "You  cannot  become  what  you  need  to  be  by 
remaining  what  you  are."  As  you  move  forward,  you  can  be 
confident  that  your  family  circle,  with  its  history,  culture 
and  values  has  given  you  a  foundation  to  meet  the  new 
challenges  and  changes  that  lie  ahead. 

Working  in  an  all  girls  school  made  me  examine  the  role  of 
women  in  a  way  I  had  never  done  before.  Like  the 
students,  I  knew  about  the  struggle  of  women  to  be 
recognized  as  persons,  to  get  the  right  to  vote  and  the  right 
to  hold  political  office.  But  I  began  to  learn  about  the 
thousands  of  uncelebrated  women  throughout  the  world 
who  have  worked  tirelessly  over  centuries  to  promote 
economic,  political,  educational  and  judicial  reform  and  I 
gained  a  sense  of  pride  in  their  work  for  social  justice.  Yet, 
today,  many  inequalities,  remain. 

While  women  make  up  50%  of  the  world's  population,  they 
still  only  form  20%  of  the  people  elected  to  government. 
While  the  United  Nations  recognizes  192  countries  in  the 
world,  only  twenty  of  them  have  women  Prime  Ministers  or 
Presidents.  In  six  nations,  women  still  do  not  have  the  vote. 
My  response  to  these  facts  has  been  a  growing 
commitment  in  my  teaching  and  in  my  life  to  support 
equality  of  opportunity  for  women.  With  millions  of  people 
facing  poverty,  war,  disease  and  illiteracy,  the  world  needs 
the  unique  talents,  perspectives  and  energy  that  women 
have  to  offer. 

Graduates,  you  have  experienced  great  opportunities  filling 
leadership  roles  at  BH  and  participating  in  the  myriad  of 
athletic,  artistic,  academic  and  volunteer  activities  available 
in  the  school.  As  women  you  expect  to  find  the  same 
equality  of  opportunity  in  life  that  you  have  experienced  in 
school,  but  I  challenge  you  to  remember  that  many  of  your 
freedoms  and  rights  have  been  won  by  an  army  of  women 
who  have  come  before  you  and  much  remains  to  be  done. 
You  are  women  of  skill  and  knowledge,  commitment  and 
strength  and  you  have  a  world  that  needs  you. 

You  are  leaving  BH  today  with  the  support  of  your  family 
and  friends,  and  the  confidence  of  your  teachers.  Take 
pride  in  your  own  accomplishments  and  believe  in  your 
ability  to  learn,  change  and  act.  You  are  graduates  of  a  fine 
school  and  the  friendships  and  memories  that  you  have 
made  here  will  last  a  lifetime.  Trust  me,  you  never  really 
leave.

If  you  ever  get  the  opportunity  to  spend 
time  with  anyone  under  the  age  of  six,  you'll  be  amazed  at 
their  lack  of  inhibition.  There  are  no  regrets,  no  fear  for  the 
future  or  consequences  for  their  actions. 

I  stand  before  you  terrified  of  what  the  future  holds,  scared 
to  death  of  wearing  the  wrong  thing  to  my  first  psych 
class,  afraid  that  the  envelope  in  my  pew  has  no  diploma 
because  of  overdue  library  books.  But  1  think  that  each 
graduate  has  that  same  child  within  them.  Of  course,  we'll 
always  have  our  "BH  Family"  waiting  for  us  after  our  trek 
through  the  Andes,  our  third  Oscar  nomination.  We  can't 
forget  to  thank  them  for  getting  us  to  this  point  in  our  lives. 

To  the  students:  without  you,  our  attempts  as  a  council 
would  be  nothing.  Thank  you  for  your  willingness  to  try  our 
ideas.  Please,  keep  our  school  alive  by  showing  the  spirit 
you've  shown  us  for  student  councils  to  come. 

To  the  teachers:  as  the  blood  of  this  school,  what  can  I 
say— you're  kind  of  essential.  It's  a  hard  thing  to  get  a 
student  to  want  to  come  to  class,  but  I  know  there  are  a  lot 
of  teachers  who  accomplished  this  feat.  Whether  it  was  to 
just  hang  out  or  to  listen  to  the  life  stories  or  "deeper 
meanings  behind  Shakespeare"  in  Mr.  Kerr's  class,  the 
teachers  made  BH  Uke  a  visit  to  a  wise  friend  at  least  a  few 
times  a  week. 


To  the  parents:  you  the  beneficiaries  are  the  reason  why 
each  girl  sits  here  today,  a  graduate  of  Balmoral  Hall 
School.  For  many  of  you,  the  money  you  have  spent 
sending  us  here  could  have  bought  you  a  new  house 
instead  of  the  countless  hours  of  complaining,  and  enough 
drama  to  start  a  soap  opera  with.  Watching  us  grow  from 
kids  in  fluorescent,  highlighter  coloured  everything  and 
backwards  baseball  caps  to  mature  women  who  can  take 
on  anything  that  comes  her  way  was  probably  not  easy, 
and  being  a  psychologist,  chef,  cleaner,  nanny,  doctor, 
teacher,  diplomat  and  parent  all  at  once  without  pay  is  why 
there  are  no  words  to  describe  how  much  we  all  thank  you 
for  being  there  for  us. 

Finally,  to  the  graduates:  my  peers,  teammates,  crutches, 
comforters,  but  most  importantly  friends.  I  am  so  glad  to 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  grow  with  you  from  our 
awkward  caterpillar  stage  to  where  we  are  today;  breaking 
out  of  the  protective,  binding  cocoon  of  BH.  They  say  that 
one  flap  of  a  butterfly's  wings  in  Africa  can  cause 
tornadoes  in  North  America.  If  that  truly  is  the  case,  think 
about  how  much  windy  chaos  49  strong  women,  emerging 
as  butterflies  will  cause  flapping  our  wings.  I  am  honoured 
to  have  been  a  part  of  such  an  amazing  graduating  class, 
full  of  the  most  talented  girls  I  could  have  ever  known. 
Despite  our  differences,  our  ability  to  come  together  at  the 
end  of  the  year  as  a  graduating  class  proved  that  we  can 
do  anything. 

So  as  we  head  out  into  the  unknown,  remember  that  little 
girl  who  started  her  first  day  of  school  wnth  no  inliibitions, 
no  fear,  no  regrets  and  awaken  her  within  you.  Let  her  have 
a  cupcake  once  in  a  while,  and  never  forget  to  take  every 
day  as  it  was  your  first,  not  your  last.  No  inliibitions  ladies— 
because  outside  of  BH,  there  is  a  world  waiting.  It's  not 
easy  to  be  green,  but  we  did  it!

Therefore  we  have  created  a  unique  and  personalized  Early 
Language  and  Literacy  Learning  program  from  Nursery  to 
Grade  \. 

Traditionally  in  the  early  years,  the  students  would  only  focus 
on  the  foundational  skills  in  reading,  writing,  listening  and 
speaking.  We  can  take  the  girls  one  step  forward  as  they 
engage  in  large  topics  of  study  called  "Units  of  Inquiry". 

Reading  is  not  just  "learning  to  read"  but  building  curiosity 
and  skills  to  "read  to  learn,  imagine  and  begin  critical 
thinking".  The  bulletin  boards  document  the  girls'  learning  and 
creativity  in  thought  as  they  see  the  importance  of  their  work. 
The  book,  Alice  in  Wonderland  is  explored  both  for  its  rich 
vocabulary  but  also  in  relation  to  its  central  idea. 

The  girls'  ideas  are  documented  in  writing  and  pictures  and 
teachers  can  begin  to  assess  their  learning. 


Balmoral  Hall  School  also  has  its  own 
treasure  similar  to  the  "Velveteen  Rabbit". 
All  of  our  girls  dream  of  their  grade  12 
graduation  "BH  Doll".  This  doll  is  a 
memento  of  their  years  at  BH  and  often 
accompanies  them  to  university. 


Even  learning  French  is  actively  taught  beginning  in 
Junior  Kindergarten.  Imagine  the  grade  ones  having  a 
conversation,  doing  a  play  all  in  French  in  an  exciting 
French  only  classroom.  The  girls  help  visitors  to  speak 
French  when  they  come  and  visit. 

The  girls  are  immersed  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  Dance 
as  they  begin  at  BH,  bringing  beauty,  self  expression  and 
the  structure  of  ballet  into  the  classroom. 

Art,  music,  physical  education,  technology  and  drama 
provide  additional  springboards  to  learning.  The  girls 
explore  their  questions  through  multiple  perspectives. 
This  promotes  both  a  sense  of  group  membership  and 
the  uniqueness  of  self. 

How  do  your  daughters  first  experiences  at 
school  help  her  cope  with  a  dynamic 
changing  world? 

BuUding  from  a  solid  foundation,  BH  has  stepped  into 
the  increasingly  globalized  world  with  the  introduction 
of  the  Primary  Years  International  Baccalaureate 
Programme  in  our  Junior  School.  We  are  the  only  school 
in  Manitoba  to  have  this  unique  edge  to  academic 
programming.  What  makes  it  so  exemplary? 

This  program  challenges  even  our  youngest  students  to 
think  critically,  research  deeply  and  develop 
internationally-minded  perspectives  on  a  broad  range  of 
issues.  Critical  thinking  is  embedded  into  the  program 
with  the  girls  focusing  on  questions  that  involve  them  in 
inquiry  based  learning  and  real  life  investigations. 

During  a  unit  of  study  the  girls  explore  the  most 
important  idea  of  the  content.  They  use  their  own 
interests  and  guided  research  questions  to  extend  their 
exploration.  The  classrooms  have  a  unique  look  and  feel 
with  stimulating  resources  and  a  team  learning 
approach  to  problem  solving.  The  communication  skills 
of  negotiating,  critiquing  and  comparing  become  the 
focus  of  group  work.  Questions  abound,  extending  their 
learning  beyond  the  classroom  and  out  into  real  Ufe 
adventures.  "Do  bears  make  good  pets?" 

The  girls  learn  to  think  globally,  and  act  locally  as  they 
become  involved  in  meaningful  actions  to  help 
themselves  and  others  cope  with  a  dynamic  changing 
world.  Asking  important  questions  is  the  first  step  in 
making  good  decisions.

Science  education  will  be  a  key  element  in 
developing  scientific  literacy  and  in  building  a  strong  future 
for  Canada's  young  people.  Consistent  with  views 
expressed  in  a  variety  of  national  and  international  science 
education  documents,  science  education  at  Balmoral  Hall 
School  aims  to: 

•  encourage  students  at  all  grade  levels  to  develop  a 
critical  sense  of  wonder  and  curiosity  about  scientific 
and  technological  endeavours 

•  enable  students  to  use  science  and  technology  to 
acquire  new  knowledge  and  solve  problems,  so  that 
they  may  improve  the  quality  of  their  own  lives  and 
the  lives  of  others 

•  prepare  students  to  critically  address  science-related 
societal,  economic,  ethical,  and  environmental  issues 

•  provide  students  with  a  foundation  in  science  that 
creates  opportunities  for  them  to  pursue  progressively 
higher  levels  of  study,  prepares  them  for 
science-related  occupations,  and  engages  them  in 
science-related  hobbies  appropriate  to  their  interests 
and  abilities 

•  develop  in  students  of  varying  aptitudes  and  interests 
knowledge  of  the  wide  variety  of  careers  related  to 
science,  technology,  and  the  envirormient 

The  primary  mission  of  our  focus  on  science  was  to 
support  the  science  department  in  their  efforts  to  provide 
an  unrivaled  education  for  all  Nursery  to  Grade  12 
students.  With  the  significant  financial  support  of  the  BH 
Parent  Association,  our  goal  was  to:  a)  facilitate  the 
exploration  of  useful  and  efficient  ways  to  incorporate 


research  on  learning  science  and  measuring  the  learning  of 
science  and  b)  find  ways  to  utilize  (and  develop  as  needed) 
effective,  reliable,  and  easily  used  educational  technology.  To 
ensure  our  successful  achievement  of  this  goal,  BH  acquired 
the  expertise  of  Mr.  Dennis  Kuzenko  who  served  as  Science 
Chair. 

Teachers  worked  collaboratively  with  the  Science  Chair  on 
integrating  the  inquiry  process  into  science.  The  first  step  of 
the  project  was  to  have  students  use  different  types  of 
probes  in  their  labs.  The  new  science  labs  are  centered  on 
girls'  ways  of  learning.  Students  use  collaboration  and 
communication  skills,  critical  thinking  and  creative  design 
when  working  with  different  types  of  probes. 

Example: 

Grade  3  students  used  Vernier  Magnet  Probes  with  the 
'Opposites  Attract',  unit  of  inquiry.  Students  hooked  up  the 
probes  and  linked  to  the  machines  themselves,  loaded  the 
software.  Go  Link!  and  collected  data,  which  was  displayed 
in  the  form  of  a  graph.  They  used  the  Scientific  Method  to 
structure  their  inquiries  incorporating  vocabulary  such  as 
hypothesis,  procedure  and  data  collection. 

Why? 

•  To  expand  the  use  of  educational  technology  within  the 
science  program. 

•  To  integrate  data-collection  and  technology  so  students 
had  the  opportunity  to  explore  scientific  understandings, 
reinforce  mathematical  thinking  and  concepts,  and  engage 
in  dialogue. 

•  To  emphasize  instruction  through  experimentation, 
documentation,  observation,  analysis,  allowing  students  to 
become  real  scientists. 

The  success  of  our  science  focus,  supported  by  the  financial 
generosity  of  the  BH  community,  has  had  an  unprecedented 
impact  on  student  learning  and  the  professional 
development  of  our  BH  staff.  As  science  continues  to  be 
enriched  and  enhanced  we  are  now  positioned  to  develop 
the  same  focus  on  Social  Studies  as  we  empower  BH  girls  to 
develop  as  true  global  citizens.

These  activities  wHl  use  latitude  and 
longitude  coordinates  of  historical  sites  in  Winnipeg  and 
in  rural  Manitoba  that  will  extend  learning  from  the 
classroom  out  into  the  community.  Our  grant  proposal 
combined  not  only  the  outcomes  of  both  the  Grade  9 
Social  Studies  and  the  Grade  11  History  course,  but  also 
the  skills  acquired  in  the  Grade  10  Geographical  Issues 
course.

This  multidisciplinary 
approach  for  a  major  caught  my  attention  because  of  the 
significant  biological  principles  in  both  plant  and  animal 
courses  and  because  of  the  awareness  of  many  problems  it 
addresses  on  both  the  international  and  local  scales  in  our 
food  system.  Agriculture  itself  is  seen  in  some  form  just

As  a  former  student-athlete  at 
Balmoral  Hall  School,  time  management  was  a  skill  to  be 
learned  and  mastered  right  from  day  one  and  proved  to  be 
extremely  valuable.

It  was  an  absolute 
honour  to  have  Jennifer  Jones  in  attendance  and  to  hear 
her  very  inspirational  words  of  encouragement. 

After  dinner,  each  athlete  was  called  up  and  recognized  for 
her  participation  in  athletic  activities.  Major  sports  handed 
out  MVP  (most  valuable  player)  and  MIP  (most  improved 
player)  awards  for  athletes  who  demonstrated  an  advanced 
skill  set,  have  shown  incredible  leadership  or  who  have 
shown  tremendous  growth  in  the  sport.

On  April  24,  2008,  Victoria  Schaeffer,  Megan 
Alexander,  Jessie  Lee,  Saira  Abdulrehman  and 
Rachel  Solomon  were  invited  by  the  Manitoba 
Human  Rights  Commission  to  Dr.  Samantha  Nutt's 
presentation  on  War  Child.  Dr.  Nutt  was  an  engaging 
speaker,  with  thirteen  years  of  experience  working 
in  war  zones  such  as  Sierra  Leone,  Republic  of 
Congo  and  Somalia.  By  showing  how  guns  are 
cheaper  than  water  and  that  what  matters  there 
matters  here.  Dr.  Nutt  persuasively  argued  for  young 
people  to  be  informed  and  to  be  part  of  the  solution. 

It  was  much  more  realistic  to  hear  about  war  from 
someone  who  had  actually  been  in  war  zones 
during  some  of  the  most  dangerous  actions  of  the 
last  decade.  The  inclusion  of  personal  experiences 
and  a  lack  of  multimedia  assistance  also  added  to 
the  impact  of  her  presentation.  Hearing  Dr.  Nutt 
speak  humbly  about  her  many  accomplishments 
made  us  all  realize  how  much  we  can  achieve  in  our 
lives.  Being  the  initiator  of  War  Child,  such  an 
amazing  organization,  truly  blew  us  away. 

She  recommended  that  students  can  get  involved  by 
suggesting  the  Canadian  government  sign  the  ban 
on  cluster  bombs,  provide  aid  to  build  schools  in 
war  torn  countries,  and  advocate  for  protection  for 
girls  and  women  from  the  horrors  of  rape  and  abuse. 
Dr.  Nutt  reminded  us  that  every  time  we  purchase 
cell  phones,  electronic  games,  computers,  diamonds 
and  oil  that  we  may  be  contributing  to  the  problems. 
She  showed  us  that  there  is  much  to  be  done  here, 
to  impact  changes  in  other  countries.

Looking  at  the  first  Portal,  with  myself  as  a  teenager  about 
to  graduate,  1  can't  believe  20  years  have  flown  by.

Upon 
graduation,  with  the  absence  of  school  activities,  1 
reflected  on  the  inspiring  words  from  Mrs.  Lee  Anderson, 
Coordinator  of  the  Service  Learning  Program  during  my 
senior  years.  She  encouraged  each  student  to  become 
involved  with  community  service  opportunities  as  a  way  to 
enhance  our  own  Uves.  While  studying  at  the  University  of 
Winnipeg  in  the  Integrated  Science  and  Education  Degree 
Program,  I  have  immersed  myself  as  a  volunteer  in 
leadership  capacities  promoting  cultural,  educational,  and 
community  causes  in  organizations  which  include  the 
Rozmai  Ukrainian  Dance  Company,  the  Canadian  Diabetes 
Association  and  the  Terry  Fox  Run. 

Volunteering  for  the  Rozmai  Ukrainian  Dance  Company,  a 
non-profit  charitable  organization,  aUows  me  to  assume 
numerous  leadership  roles  as  the  Senior  Dance  Company 
Representative  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Ukrainian 


dancing  is  an  essential  part  of  my  existence  allowing  me  to 
explore,  promote,  and  proudly  celebrate  my  Ukrainian 
heritage.  Performing  with  the  Rozmai  Ukrainian  Dance 
Company  for  eight  years,  1  have  progressed  from  an 
apprentice  to  a  senior  member  in  the  company  where  I 
mentor  new  dancers  by  extending  my  love  of  the  dynamic 
art  form.  The  Rozmai  Ukrainian  Dance  Company  travels  to 
entertain  appreciative  audiences  in  countries  such  as  the 
Ukraine  and  Peru  focusing  on  humanitarian  visits  to 
orphanages,  hospitals,  and  senior  residences. 

My  humanitarian  involvement  also  extends  to  the  diabetic 
community.  Diagnosed  with  insulin  dependent  diabetes  at 
the  age  of  seven,  1  realized  that  it  was  important  to  learn  as 
much  as  possible  about  the  disease,  take  control  of  my  life, 
and  demonstrate  to  others  that  diabetes  is  a  challenge 
rather  than  a  disability.  Currently,  1  volunteer  as  a  mentor 
for  others  affected  by  diabetes,  volunteer  as  a  canvasser, 
act  as  a  Residential  Campaign  Leader  in  Manitoba,  and  am 
a  Young  Adult  Advocate  for  the  Canadian  Diabetes 
Association.  As  a  Young  Adult  Advocate,  1  participate  in 
media  interviews  to  tell  my  story,  educate  the  public  about 
diabetes,  and  represent  Manitoba  at  the  National 
Conferences.  Participating  in  projects  such  as  the  Canadian 
Diabetes  Report  2005,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian 
Diabetes  Association  at  the  Legislature  in  Manitoba  and  on 
Parliament  Hill  in  Ottawa  has  enabled  me  to  raise  public 
awareness  on  issues  related  to  diabetes  and  to  initiate  a 
better  life  for  people  facing  the  challenges  of  living  with 
this  disease. 

While  raising  funds  for  cancer  research  at  the  Terry  Fox 
Run  held  at  Balmoral  Hall  School,  1  became  very  motivated 
to  "Keep  Terry's  Dream  Alive."  Volunteering  for  the  Terry 
Fox  Run  Organizing  Committee  since  2002  and  as  the 
Chairperson  since  2005  has  been  another  passion  since 
graduating.  Last  year,  the  Terry  Fox  Run  became  the 
largest  and  most  successful  run  as  we  amalgamated  four 
run  sites  into  one  at  Assiniboine  Park  in  Winnipeg.  Families 
came  to  the  park,  participated  in  the  Opening  Ceremonies, 
cheered  on  the  runners,  enjoyed  high  calibre  Manitoba 
entertainment  on  the  Lyric  Stage  and  participated  in 
Terry's  dream.  What  makes  the  role  of  Organizing 
Committee  Chair  a  particular  honour  is  that  the  Winnipeg 
Run  Site  operates  without  a  budget  and  on  a  volunteer 
basis,  so  that  all  funds  raised  on  the  day  of  the  run  go 
directly  to  cancer  research.  The  success  of  the  Terry  Fox 
Run  can  be  attributed  to  the  dedication  of  our  volunteers 
who  believe  in  Terry's  mission  and  the  dream  that  cancer 
will  be  beaten.  Our  friends  and  loved  ones  have  and  v\nll 
benefit  from  cancer  research  made  possible  by  the  Terry 
Fox  Foundation.
